— Heavy lighting 
along the Balkan front is taking place, 
according to

Bulgarian 
statement. 
The fighting occurred in the region 
of Lake Doirau, northwest of Salon­ 
ika, near the Greece-deruian border. 
Several encounters have taken p.ace 
In this vicinity of late, but the official 
Bulgarian statement 
indicates 
that 
larger forces ars now being employed 
against the Bulgarians. 
It reads; 
“ On the evening of August 14 (Mon­ 
day) the enemy’s artillery opened a 
violent bombardment of our advanced 
positions south and west of Lake Doi- 
ran. 
Under cover of this fire the en­ 
emy's iutantry attacked, but was re­ 
pulsed. 
“ The bombardment continued and 
on the morning of the lath the intan- 
try again attacked with considerable 
force, but was repulsed and compelled 
to fall back in considerable disorder.’’ 
The capture of another village by 
the allies south of Lake Dolran was 
announced in an official report I rom 
French 
headquarter 
at 
Salonika, 
which said: 
“ In the Lake Dolran zone, the action 
which has been going on for several’ 
days continued 
witli new

men ta. We captured the furtitte I work 
known as “ The T u rtle ’ and the vt-

The enemy’s artil­ 
lery attempted a bombardment of the 
captured positions but made no infan­ 
try attack. 
German aeroplanes bom 
barded Oatrovo without causing any 
damage."

the enemy evacuated, leaving several 
dead behind him. 
“ On August 13 to 15 French detach 
inenta took the villages of Potka, Pal 
nils, Sukovo and Matnira, at the foot 
of the chain of the Betes. 
"Artillery action, often very vigor 
ohs. have taken place almost dally, 
principally in the region of Dolran. 
"Our aviators bombarded concentra 
tion cam p s of the enemy at Nic die 
and Voloveo, and military woiks at 
Stretmica 
station. 
Enemy 
airmen 
bombarded an ambulance at Verekop. 
"A German official statement on Au 
gust 4 said the Bulgurs had had suc­ 
cessful engagements south of Bitolj. In 
reality 
they occupied this 
locality 
w tthout fighting, following the dei e n ­ 
ure of a Greek detachment, which was 
In garrison there, and had no conflict 
with the Serbs."
